Moreover, the cars 
are being economically adminis- 
tered, and the “used” car, mean- 
ing a car that comes into the 
market to be sold after its owner 
has extracted what he can from 
it, is practically unknown. From 
five to fifteen years is a good 
average period for the conserva- 
tive Britisher to operate a car.

Lifting the Speed Limit 


NE of the perennial conflicts in the field of motoring 
A) activity is that of the maximum speed at which cars 
should be permitted to travel. In the early days the one 
thought of legislators was to cut down the speed to the lowest 
possible limit consistent with keeping the vehicle moving. 
Many state laws still cali for speeds of six miles per hour 
under certain conditions. A great many cities have speed 
limits of twelve and fifteen miles per hour. 

As a matter of fact, most of these laws have been more 
honored in the breach than in the observance, but they have 
been kept on the statute books because of public prejudice. 
Within recent years, however, there has grown up an under- 
standing of safety problems which makes it plain that speed 
per se is not the only cause of accident. There must always 








be a certain limit of safe speed which must be enforced, but} 


present highway congestion makes it absolutely necessary 
that cars move faster than the old-time laws permitted, 
simply to keep out of each other’s* way. 

Out in Minnesota they have been experimenting with a 
35-mile per hour maximum, and the attempt has been so 
successful that C. M. Babcock, state highway commissioner, 
is planning to ask the next legislature to increase the limit 
to 40 or 45 miles per hour. 

One of the factors which have influenced the tendency 
toward the increase in legal speeds has been the spread of 
motor bus transportation. In Minnesota, for instance, if 
the speed limits are raised in accordance with Commissioner 
Babcock’s request, the bus lines which radiate out of St. Paul 
will be able to better the running time of the railway trains. 
If Minnesota actually institutes this increased speed experi- 
ment, developments will be watched with keen interest by 
other states which have similar problems.

ELF-SERVICE started, we believe, in the realm of restau- 
rant keeping.

The prospect who is legally per- 
mitted to drive may take out a demonstrator without a sales- 
man or driver to handle the wheel. The company does send 
along a chauffeur, but he is merely there to help out in case 
the prospective customer gets into trouble and needs help. 
No sales talk accompanies the demonstration. The prospect 
is perfectly at liberty to get the best or the worst from the 
car and base his choice on what he finds the vehicle will do 
in his own hands. 

There is no question that a great many prospects will 
relish this idea of being able to judge without being influ- 
enced by the chatter of a high-powered salesman. Of course, 
the dealer must have ample faith in the product he is offer- 
ing. But letting a man sell himself is good psychology. 


Safe Installment Selling 


“UN the deferred payment system we have a great 
power for good, but I am free to admit that it 

might easily be a power for evil. It is a power for 
good when properly handled; it is a power for evil
